Dr. J. A. Nicholson, Registrar, 
Issues Official 
Statement 



The atUtude of McOUl University 
towards the new arrangements for 
conducting the High School Leaving 
examination Is revealed In an of 
ficial statement issued by. the Regis- 
trar yesterday. These arrangements 
provide that, in future, the School 
Leaving examination Is to be set by 
the Department of Public Instruction 
Instead of by a Board composed of 
representatives of the Department and 
MtsGIll. 

It Is further announced that. If the 
examiners appointed by the Depart- 
ment have the confidence of the Uni- 
versity, their examinations for 
matrtcalMlon candidates - will - be - used 
as well, so that under proper condi- 
tions, there will be only one set of 
examination papers, and one set of 
examiners. 

The official statement issued by Dr. 
J. A. Nicholson, Registrar of the Uni- 
versity, la .as follo'ws:- 

"Ai the May meeting of the ProtcKt- 
ant Committee of the Council of Pub- 
lic Instruction it was decided that in 
future the High School Leaving ex- 
amination should be conducted by the 
Department of Public Instruction as 
in the case In the other provinces of 
the Dominion, instead of by a Board 
whl(âi was composed of reprcscnta- 
tlvea of the Department and of tho 
two English UnivcrHltles In the prov- 
ince. This Iloard aprpolntcd the ex- 
aminers, who in the majority of ca.seK 
were on the McGlU staXf, and the 
Registrar of the University made the 
necesBary arrangements for and con- 
ducted the examination as .-jocrct^ry 
of . the - aboard ,: aforementioned. The 
arrangement, being such as it was, 
led some to suppose that the Unlver.s- 
ity was the predominating factor In 
this cjonnection and that the examniu- 
tlon was more of the unlversHy type- 
ihan should be the case. This how- 
ever, wajj not so, OS the representa- 
tives of the Department had full op- 
portunity to determine the character 
of the r>ap<--r»> and to finally decide on 
tile results a« members of the Revising 
Committee. 

"Jl/jwever, in order to. avoid any 
suspicion of University domination 11 
was decided to havf- the exanilnntion 
wholly conducted by the Deparlinent 
ÎUS already slated. The certificates 
will atflo henceforth be Issued by the 
Duprulmenl. 

"The queution of the alliturle of 
McGill iJnivcrsity toward the I.,eavlng 
certificates that will be issued in future 
fhos had therefore to be considered and 
In vicrw of the fact that similar oertl- 
ficatct: fioiii other province.s are ac- 
cepted pro tnnto it has been naturally 
decided to extend the same considera- 
tion to the certificates which will be

Claims Artificial Production 
of Spectral Green Line 
Possible 



"Tito Auroral Oreen litne" was ehe 
top.'c of a lecture deHvored last nlg^Kt 
in the Mocdonatd Physics Building 
by Dr. D. A. Keys P. R. S. C. He 
dealt with the production In the la' 
bor,itory of a certain grcon spectrum 
lino which is found to occur in the 
Nortihem Lights or In the light from 
the night slcj-. 

Dr. Keys first described experiments 
to produce auroral effects artificially 
by means of a magnetized sphere • In 
an olcetorlal discharge and showed 
photographs of the fii.miliar steam' 
J ke effect associated with the pheno 
mena. 

ïV)r a lone time scientists have been 
Interested In unravollllng the mystcr' 
lee Which surround the Aurora and 
in th 8 task the spectroscope has pro 
vGd to be the most effective. With 
this apparatus distant souroo of light 
such as the sun and the stai\ may be 
analysed with regards to their con 
atltutlon. M.-iny terrcstial sources 
have been oxainined to see whether 
any of them show lliis partcular 
green Une of the Aurora. 

Different workers have produced 
what they tiiought -vriw the green line, 
Vogand In partlcdlav claiming that he 
had obtained It by liombarding solid 
nitrogen with cathode rays. However 
this C4Hitentton is open to doubt, since 
later and more refined nteasurements 
fall to show a spectraJ line at the 
proper pla«e. 

During the poet siunmer, Dr. Keys 
who Is a professor of physics at Mc- 
OlU, oarrlod on experiments at the 
Nela Park Research Laboratory at 
Cleveland. Hero he produced and 
photogTa.i>hed this green lino In a 
mixture of bjcygen and the rare gas 
Argwj. Tlie green lino la belloved to 
be due to oxygène, the argon merely 
stimiilatling Its emlsssion.

On Thursday evening tho students 
of the Presbyterian College listened to 
a must interesting address on China 
and Chinese problom.s. The speaker 
was Mr. A. F. Bruce, P.R.G.S.. who 
is is in this country on furlough from 
China, having spent fifteen years 
teaching and doing niis.sion work In 
l)ie East .Mr. Braco h.as made the 
acquaintance of thousands of Chinese 
students who are making a stuciy of 
national language which Is being 

Tho Dirticnliy of so many different 
languages within tho country is now 
ticlng overcome by the adaption of a 
luttlonul language which is being 
tau.ght In schools specially established 
lor that purpo.se — .great Interont is be- 
ing shown in education and in most 
of smaller villages a number of 
college trained men may be found. 

The revtïlution of fifteen years ago 
had greatly benefited I'hina, .Mr. 
IJruce .said. Since that time the coun- 
try has been steadily progressing and 
its trade has been Increasing and yet 
tho West fail.s to ai>l>reciiue the 
struggle wh'.ch t'hina is making to 
recover itself. We need to understand 
Chinh. more, the speaker stressed. Op- 
position by means of the sword need 
not bo resorted to; it simply could nut 
lie done. Only by co-operation .nul the 
appreciation of I'hri.stian principle.s of 
good will to men could war be done 
away with. 

Mr. Brace stated that after fifteen 
yeijrs of leaching In China, the work 
foi' him was still fii.soinating and he 
was returning to the Ka>.t in order 
tliat he might further share in the 
advancemont of China.
